Nothing appears as the imm~diat- Ground 
of anew War—but the Barrie ot PULIOW A, 
or in Englifo, the Swedes being braten 5 
this isin plainer 2nglifb, The tow Cordition 
of the Swedes legirimares the War——and 
the Claim is jaftify’d frem che Oppor‘unity 
of making it. 

Now pray, Gentlemen, turn the Tables. 
What.did v uo caf chisin the Poles Attempt 
upon Riga ? How oft have we -ntitled the 
Vengeance of H-aven, and the righteous 
Judgment of GOD, to rhe Glory of rhe 
Battle of Narva, and the Depoling the King 
of Poland? How did we fay afl along, it 
was Diviae Juftice pu:fuing .ihem for that 
moft barbarous Rupture with the Swede— 
And indeed while that Prince only fought 
to deliver himfelf from that unjuft Infal, 
he was attended with fingular SucceS}— 
And to his pofleffing S:xony he was ever 
viGorious. 

But when he purfu’d his Refentment at 
the King of Poland to opprefs a Proreftane 
Country, when he dipt his Hands in the 
Blood of an: innocent Captive, when he 
turn’d to that Left banded Expedition of 
purfuing his own Revenge againft the 
Mufcovite—the Blefling forfook hime: 
Indeed Heaven vifibly cafl’d him, when in

Befides——The Method Heaven takes 
in this Cafe, is very evident 5 if Men will 
not fee it—sbat’s their Fault -— The Juftice, 
that has corre@ed the King of Sweden, is 
plainly pointed at his perfonal Miftakes, 
and the Pride, Ambition, and Cruelty of 
thofe about him——But what is this to the 
Swedifh Nation? —- As a People, they 
have neither off-nded GOD or Man,

But the War, as now in View, is againft 
the Swedifh Nation, to difpoffefs them of 
their Poffeffions in Germany, to weaken 
them in their Influence in Europe, to fub. 
je& their Dominions to other Princes, and 
divide this Spoil to themfelves—— And in 
this, pardon my affuming, and-forbear your 
Cenfures till the 1fue—They SHALL NOT 
Profper. The Claim is not from Heaven, 
the Snecefs of it ftands dire&tly oppofite to 
the Proteftant Intereft in Europe ; and the 
Bieffing that fupports that Proteftaot In- 
tereft cannot be thought to attend it : 
The Swedes are a Capital Article in the 
Account of the Proteftant Intereft-——— 
Many 2 Time they have been the Bridle of 
the Axftries Fury, and to this Day they 
hold the Ballance of Germany—— The Pre- 
teftant Churches of the whole Empire ftand 
upon their Shoulders, and are built upon 
the Foundatien of the Treaty of O/naburgb, 
of which Swedifh Valour was the Builder— 
Swedifb Treafure the Materials, and the 
Swedifb Blood the Cement or Mortar that 
bound it together. 


_ The Tatereft of Sweden in Germany cans 
not be loft to the Proteftant ‘Gaufe, they 
cannot, they muft not: be ldft ; the Prote- 
ftant Powers cannot part with them—And 
as long as GOD is pleas’d to uphold the 
Proteftant Churches, I firmly believe, he- 
will never ftrip them of that powerful Pro- 
te&or, the Swede—— At leaft, if ever 
it Mall pleafe GOD to take the Swede from 
them, it will be more than probable, he 
defigns to give them up—As the Boar of the 
Forrejt was, to break into his Church, 
when the Fence was firft puil’d down. 

To fay they are Proteftant Powers that 
are to difpoffefs the Swede, isto fay xotbing. 
The Dane, and the Brsndenburgber were 
both in Being, and both Proteftant, when 
Ferdinand Xi. over-run Germany; nay, the 
King of Denmark’ was the Head of the 
Proteftant: League, and commanded their 
Armies, but was overthrown by Count 
Tilly, and brought upon his Knees, as we 
may fay, to the Emperor, for he was for- 
ced to forfake the Proteftants; nothing 
could relieve the opprefs’d-Proteftants, till 
the Great Guftevus Adolphus came in Per- 
fon, fought the great Battle of Leipfick, 
reftor’d Germany to her Liberty, and the 
Proteftants to their Religion; and feal’d 
both with his Blood at the Battle of Lutzen, 
where he dy’d vi&orious, 

Upon this War, Religion was re-edify’d, 
and the German Liberty reftor'd— Here 
the Auftrian Greatnefs receiv’d a Cheque, 
and the Neck of Popifh Tyranny was 
broken. © But this is not all; By the Awe 
of the Swedifh Power, has the Houle of 
Auftria been ever fince curb’d,and frequent- 
ly prevented from Encroachments on the 
German Conftitution —— It was by this 
Power, thac the very Princes, that are 
now offering to draw their Swords agaicft 
Sweden, were eftablith’d : Had not Gufsavus 
Adolpbus landed, had not Tilly been beaten, 
at the famoes Battle of Leipfick, there had 
been no Saxon, or Pruffien, or Branden- 
burgber lett in Germany to have offer’d this 
new Breach ; but the Germas Empire had 
been in a fair way of being diffoly’d, and 
Auftrian Tyranny had over-run all that 
Part of the World. 
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_ Thefe are the People that are now to 
be atird And thivis the War we have 
eoms the blindeft Piece of Politicks, that 
ever Europe fufler'd ta fucceed, and isa 
meer Felo-de-fe, in which Germany is go- 
ing as it were to cut her own Throat-— 
by falling on that People, who alone -are 
ais to prevent the Emperors in Ages. to 
come, - deftroying them all. Las 
“This is fo evident an Attempt againft 
the Intereft and the Security. of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, That in full Affurance, 
that GOD has not yet determin’d to 
abandon the Proteftant Caufe, and know- 
ing that Heaven, generally fpeaking, al- 
ways works by, tho’ he is not prefcrib'd to 
Human Means; I venture to fay, . That -if 
the. Dane and. the Pruffian-fall upon the
